Iwan  Boberskyj  was  bom  in  Dobrohostiv,  in  sub-Carpathian  Ukraine 
(now  Czechoslovakia),  on  August  14,  1873.  He  attended  classical  high 
school  in  Sambir,  Galicia,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1891.  Afterwards, 
he  studied  at  the  University  of  Lviv,  as  well  as  at  Graz  (Styria)  for 
six  years,  whereupon  he  became  a professor  of  German  language  and  gym- 
nastics. 

Boberskyj  was  elected  president  of  the  Ukrainian  Sokol  athletic  asso- 
ciation ("Sokil-Batko'')  in  1904.  Under  his  directorship,  a large  number 
of  branch  athletic  associations  were  established  in  western  Ukraine. 
Boberskyj  was  active  in  other  areas  as  well.  He  was  treasurer  of  the 
Ukrainian  legion  from  1914-1918,  and  he  was  also  chief  of  the  military 
press  department  of  the  Western  Ukrainian  National  Republic  (W.U.N.R.) 
during  the  Ukrainian  war  against  the  Poles  in  1918-1920.

In  1920,  the  government- in-exile  of  the  W.U.N.R.  appointed  Boberskyj 
plenipotentiary  for  the  U.S.A.  and  Canada.  He  entered  the  U.S.A.  in  June, 
1920,  and  held  lectures  in  New  York,  Boston,  Chicago,  and  other  centres 
in  order  to  inform  the  Ukrainian  public  about  conditions  in  Europe.  At 
the  same  time,  he  collected  money  for  orphans  and  widows  on  behalf  of  the 
Ukrainian  Red  Cross.  In  November,  1920,  Boberskyj  entered  Canada  and  held 
similar  meeting  in  Alberta,  Saskatchewan,  Manitoba,  and  Ontario. 

Boberskyj ’s  first  residence  upon  arrival  in  Winnipeg  was  the  VendOme 
Hotel,  located  at  308  Fort  Street.  Sometime  in  1921,  he  moved  to  251 
Manitoba  Avenue,  which  is  part  of  a triplex  that  includes  247,  249,  and 
251  Manitoba  Avenue,  and  which  housed  the  Narodna  Lichnytsia  (People’s 
Hospital).  This  was  a private  hospital  run  by  Ukrainian  emigres,  pro- 
minent among  whom  was  Dr.  Alexander  Sushko.  The  premises  at  247  Mani- 
toba Avenue  were  used  to  headquarter  the  delegation  of  the  Western  Ukrai- 
nian National  Republic,  which  formally  began  its  operations  in  September, 
1922,  with  the  arrival  of  Dr.  Osyp  Nazaruk  from  Europe.  Dr.  Nazaruk  became 
the  new  head  of  the  delegation,  while  Boberskyj  became  its  secretary.  As 
secretary,  Boberskyj  was  responsible  for  overseeing  the  collection  of  funds 
for  the  Western  Ukrainian  National  Defence  Loan.  Boberskyj  remained  at 
251  Manitoba  Avenue  until  sometime  in  1924,  at  which  time  he  moved  to  the 
North  Winnipeg  YMCA,  at  the  comer  of  Selkirk  Avenue  and  Powers  Street. 

The  delegation  of  the  Western  Ukrainian  National  Republic  ceased  opera- 
tions completely  in  May,  1924.  At  the  same  time,  Canada  opened  its  doors 
to  Galician  immigrants,  and  Boberskyj  decided  to  involve  himself  in  promot- 
ing the  migration  and  settlement  of  these  people. 
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In  1924,  he  was  hired  as  manager  of  the  Transatlantic  Settlement 
Corporation.  In  1925,  Boberskyj  accepted  a position  as  head  of  the 
Ukrainian  department  at  Cunard  Lines,  which  was  then  located  at  270 
Main  Street.  Also  in  early  1925,  several  prominent  members  of  the 
Ukrainian  community  in  Winnipeg  formed  the  St.  Raphael’s  Ukrainian 
Immigrants  Welfare  Association  of  Canada.  On  November  4,  1925  the 
Ukrainian  Emigrants’  Aid  Society  of  Europe,  which  was  headquartered  in 
Lviv,  appointed  Boberskyj  its  foreign  representative  and  he  was  given 
a mandate  to  act  in  co-operation  with  St.  Raphael’s.  Boberskyj  made 
a number  of  trips  to  Europe  in  his  double  capacity  as  Cunard  agent  and 
as  foreign  representativ'  of  the  Ukrainian  Emigrants’ Aid  Society  of  Europe. 

In  February,  1932  he  was  laid  off  from  Cunard  Lines  seemingly  because  of  the 
Depression.  Largely  as  a result  of  Boberskyj ’s  efforts  in  his  two  positions, 
St.  Raphael’s  managed  to  settle  and  assist  many  East  European  immigrants  in 
its  thirteen  years  of  operation. 

Iwan  Boberskyj  had  the  foresight  to  record  for  posterity  some  of  the 
details  of  community  life  which  he  saw  in  the  course  of  his  activities. 

This  is  evident  in  the  thousands  of  photographs  he  took  as  an  avid  ama- 
teur photographer.  His  pictures  are  mostly  of  Ukrainians  and  of  Ukrai- 
nian churches  and  organization  domiciles,  and  are  a valuable  pictorial 
record  of  Ukrainian  community  life  on  the  Canadian  prairies  during  the 
1920 ’s  and  1930’ s. 

Sometime  after  June  1,  1926,  Boberskyj  moved  into  the  Gallie  Hotel, 
a boarding  house  located  at  336  Ross  Avenue,  where  he  remained  until  he 
left  Canada.  In  August  or  September  of  1931,  Boberskyj  attempted  to 
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bring  his  wife  from  Trsic,  Yugoslavia,  to  Canada,  but  the  British 
Foreign  Office  denied  him  permission  to  do  so.  As  a result,  Bober- 
skyj  left  Canada  on  April  25,  1932  to  settle  in  Trsic  with  his  wife. 
Except  for  a three  month  visit  to  Canada  in  1937,  he  remained  in  Yugo- 
slavia until  his  death  in  1947  at  the  age  of  74.
